H. W. SEBASTIAN IN CHARGE. 


DISAGREEMENT DUE TO AN AS- 
SESSMENT PROPOSITION. 


President Anderson Retired to Be Suc- 
ceeded by Henry Sthultz and 
Now a Receiver Takes 
Hold.

Henry William Sebastian was appointed 
receiver of the Farmers’ Elevator Co. 
Saturday morning by Judge Zachritz. 
This elevator is one of the largest in the 
western country. Its former President, W. 
T Anderson, had resigned his office Friday 
because, he sald, the directors insisted upon 
a«general reduction of salaries, and while 
he did not blame them he said he could 
not afford to perform the services required 
for a smaller sum. — 

The appointment of a receiver was made 
on the application of Judge Leo Rassieur, 
who acted for his client, Henry M. Muller, 
a stockholder in the company. The docket 
style of the case is Henry Mueller against 
the Farmers’ Elevator Co. and the _ S8t. 
Louis Trust Co., trustee for its bondholders. 

The petition recites. that July 1, 18%, the 
Farmers’ Elevator Co. conveyed to the St. 
Louis Trust Co., as trustee, its elevator, 
fixtures and yards at the northwest corner 
of Madison street and the Levee to secure 
an issue of 300 bonds of the value of $1000 
each. The deed of conveyance, says the 
plaintiff, empowered the trustee to sell the 
property conveyed if it should make a de- 
faut extending over six months in the pay- 
ment of interest on bonds, insurance or oth- 
er obligations. He alleges that no im medi- 
ate relief for creditors is provided for by 


the terms of the trust. 
He says he is the owner of $65,000 worth 


of stock in the Farmers’ Elevator Co. and 
that, if the trust is allowed to continue, he 
4s in danger of suffering great loss. He says 
am judgment has recently been rendered 
against the company on a mechanics’ lien 
for $7830.12: that such judgment is errone- 
ous, and that if it were appealed to the 
Supreme Court it would be reversed. But 
in order to make such an appeal the com- 
pany must give a large bond, which it is 
unable to do under the operation of the 
trust, as the trustee is not empowered to 
take the property in charge and receive its 
protite and revenues, and it is virtually in 
an insolvent condition. If the appeal is 
not taken the company’s property will be 
sold under execution to satisfy. the judg- 
ment, and, he declares, a sale at this time 
would result in great damage to thé@ stock- 
holders, as the property will not bring its 
value on the market. He eaysa receivership 
is the only salutary method of proceeding 
under the circumstances, , 

Henry William Sebastian, the receiver, is 
President and Treasurer of the St. Louis 
Bridge and Iron Co. He is one of the larg- 
est stockholders in the company of which 
he {s receiver. He was selected by all par- 
ties to the proceedings as the proper person 
to have charge of the company’s affairs. 
As Mr. Sebastian will not handle any 
money in his ofticial capacity he was only 
required to furnish a bond for $25.000, 

Mr. Sebastion has selected Judge Ras-« 
me ge his attorney. 

“This is virtually a* proceeding bv - 
jority of the stickholders,” said Judge bass 
Sieur. “‘Mr. Mueller has been selected by 
- @ majority of his associates as the plaintiff 
in this case for convenience and to prevent 
a multiplicity of actions, 

“The Farmers’ Elevator Co. would not 
have been forced into a receivership if 
three or four stockholders had not refused 
to co-operate with a majority on a plan 
to pay out of their own pockets, the costs 
of appealing a judgment against the com- 
pany to the Supreme Court. I am confi- 
dent that that judgment would not stand 
in a higher court. But what was to be 
done under the circumstances but apply 
for & receiver? If the judgement is allowed 
to stand unquestioned, the property of the 
company will be sold at a great sacpifice 
to settle it. The only self-denfense lies in 
an appeal and the majority of the stock- 
holders determined to resort to the only 
ee te save their interests.

Before daybreak Sunday, if Dr. Richard 
A. Hyatt’s prognostications are not amiss, 
St. Louls will have a record-breaking cold 
wave. é, 

The temperature, according to the ob- 
server's statement at noon Saturday, will 
drop over 23 degrees within the next 20 
hours. 

The promised frigidity is the result of an 
unsually high barometer in the British 
Northwest, where the mercury is 40 below 
zero. 

The low prevailing in the Upper Lake re- 


gions will precipitate snow flurries in St. 
Louis early to-night. 

The steam-heaters- were turned on in full 
blast when a reporter entered Dr. Hyatt's 
office in the dome of the Federal Building 
Saturday. Dr. Hyatt was hugging a radi- 
ator. The fumes of a clear Havana filler 
permeated the room. Clerks were busily 
engaged stamping ‘‘Cold Wave” on a large 
assortment of vari-colored charts. 

“Going to give St. Louis the coldest day 
of the year to-morrow,” said the doctor. 
“The weather will remind native Alaskans 
of their iceberg homes, 

“The British weather lion is of course, 
responsible for all that we are to expect, 
Her Majesty’s subjects in the Northwest 
have been frolicking for a week with tem- 
erature ranging from 10 to 30 degrees be- 
Ow zero, 

“Now a tumble of 10 degrees in the 
weather recorder has taken place up there, 
and fate has decreed we are to get the 
benefit of it. It is coming slowly by way 
of the Rocky Mountain plateau. It will 
Switch across the Dakotas and make con- 
nections in Nebraska for the metropolis 
of the Mississippi Valley. 

“I anticipate a decided fall by sun- 
down, and the descent will continue until 
Sunday morning. 

“Snow may retard the cold wave some- 
what to-night, but it will arrive. 

“In Morehead, N. D., it is 22 degrees be- 
low to-day, at Bismarck 22, while at St. 
Paul and Sioux City the little white dot fs 
romping around 10 above. . It is snowing in 
lowa, Kansas and Nebraska.” 

Dr. Hyatt thinks the weather will be suf- 
ficiently cold to freeze the river.

SORROW OF THE GOTTILEBS. 


ROEBED OF ALL THEIR POSSES- 
SIONS IN AN HOUR. 


Neighbors Afraid to Appear in Court 
Against the Suspects Who 
Were Arrested by the 
Police. 


While the Gottilebs were calling on some 
of their neighbors their rooms, which open 
on a courtyard at No. 1012 North Ninth 
Street, were broken into and looted at 7 
o’clock in the evening. 

The burglars ransacked the rooms, and 
carried two large bundles away. And the 
Other tenants did not interfere. 

Herman Gottileb and his wife are the 
care-takers of No. 1012 and 1016 North 
Ninth street. In return for their services 
they occupy three rooms on the ground 
floor of No. 1012. There is a large court- 
yard between the two houses, and the en- 


trance to the Gottilebs’ rooms is in plain 
aa from the rear of Nos. 1014, 1016 and 


There are four children in the family,Sam, 


a cyclone had dropped in to mae a call. 
The other two rooms were in t!.ewfame con- 
fusion. Not a stitch of clotfiu.@ was left. 
The children’s shoes were gone; the cook- 
ing utensils were gone; picture frames were 
gone; even five boxes of matches were 
gone so thorough was the burglar’s loot. 

Underneath a pile of bed clothes was a 
piece of gas pipe, about four feet long, 
which the burglars had used to break the 
lock on the outside door. Considering tnat 
these men came into a court yard in a tene- 
ment district and broke in a door at 7 
o’clock in the evening, their audacity is 
remarkable. 

But the most extraordinary thing about 
the robbery is that several people saw the 
men prowling around the rooms and nia¥e 
No ovutery. 

Mrs. Steineck, who lives nearby, passed 
the rear of the rooms and saw a man 
walking about the room with a candle in 
his hand, but she supposed it was Mr. 
Gottileb, 

Mrs. Swegel, who lives diagonally across 
the courtyard, at No. 1014, saw a man hold- 
ing a candle above his head peering into a 
breadbox, yet she made no outcry. 

Not until two negroes, carrying large bun- 
dies, went out through the rear alley did 
the other tenants suspect anything. Then, 
as if by magic, each one to!d his neighbor 
that Gottileb had been robbed. 

In the meantime the negroes were going 
up the alley to Carr street as fast as they 
could. Thence they went to Ninth and Bid- 
dle streets, where they disappeared in one 
of the many negro tenements which infest 
that locality. 

Two little boys saw them enter the house 
with the bundles. 

Mr. Gottileb notified the police, and offi- 
cers went with him to the house on Biddle 
street. where they found a lot of negroes 
and a white woman. The house is known 
to the police as a rendezvous for crooks, 
and on general principles they took the two 
men who were best known to them as bad 
characters. The two boys who had seen 
the negroes enter the house identified the 
prisoners at the Fourth District Police Sta- 
tion. 

Thursday morning when the men were 
brought before Judge Peabody, not one of 
the people who had seen the men at No. 
1012 was there. They one and all had re- 
fused to appear against the negroes. So 
the suspects were held till Friday to give 
the police time to get witnesses. And, 
though they worked all day on the case, 
they could not persuade any one to appear. 
Each one gave as his reason that he feared 
the other negroes would take revenge. on

HE IS THE ONLY 
SUPREME POWER. 


Harry Nuttall, the “Capper,” Appears 
on the Scene at Last and 
Is Questioned. 


“Damn the State of Missouri. 

“I recognize no authority but Mayor 
Ziegenhein. : 

“I will give up my books to nobody but 
Ziegenhein; Henry Zeigenhein, Mayor of 
St. Louis.’’ 

“He can have them whenever he wants 
them, but nobody else can.”’ 


These are some of the terse paragraphs 
in Bolier Inspector Price’s spectacular 
speech, defying the Major Committee, 
damning the State of Missouri and setting 
Mayor Ziegenhein up as his supreme and 
only superior power, made in the Citv 
Hall Saturday morning, and addressed to 
Senators Hohenschild and Childers. 

Price refused to allow the Senators or 
their accountant to look at a single book. 

In order to make the request official and 
place it on record. Genator Hohenschild 
wrote it out and he and Senator Childers 
signed it. 

Price said he would reply in kind, and 
speedily made a trip to the Mayor’s office. 

Price’s refusal to allow the committee to 
examine his books places him in contempt 
of the Senate of Missouri unless the Senate 
has no power over a municipal office. 

At the same time the refusal to allow his 
books to be examined convicts Price in the 
minds of the Senators of what they ex- 
pected to prove by his books—that his rec- 
ords show the discrepancies testified to by 
H. C. Tulley on Thureday. 

But Price’s action has a deeper signifi- 
cance than the mere defiance of the Major 
Committee by one petty office holder. When 
Price cried ‘‘Damn the State of Missouri’’ 
he was speaking as the trumpet of the City 
Hall ‘‘gang,’’ announcing to the world that 
the ‘“‘gang,’’ from the highest official to tne 
hall sweeper who bought his job, fears in- 
vestigation and will fight against it to the 
extent of defying the supreme power of the 
State. 

Price happened to be the man upon whom 
circumstances cast the mantle of promi- 
nence in announcing the ‘‘gang’s’’ pro- 
gramme. 

He was not selected by the “gang.’’ He 
was the first man upon whom the Major 
committee turned its investigation and that 
made him the first man to refuse to give 
up his books. 

Had it been another office-holder he, also, 
it is said, would have been designated to 
defy the committee. 

The determination to take the step that 
was made Saturday morning was arrived 
at some time after adjournment of the com- 
mittee Friday, for at that time Price told 
Attorney McDonald that he would cheer- 
fully permit any examination of his office 
records that the committee chose to make. 

The offer was made in response to a 
query by Mr. McDonald. Price was not 
told whether an examination would be 
made. 

It is now sald to be the plain intention of 
the municipal officeholders whose offices 
are corrupt to block the Major Committee 
in every way possible. 

The committee is prepared to see their 
authority to enter a municipal office and 
examine its records questioned in the 
courts. But the Senators say they will 
not fall into the trap of the “gang” which, 
as they construe it, is to get the committee 
into court over Price’s books and have all 
of Attorney McDonald’s time occupied by 
the trial and the investigation stopped 
pending a decision, 

It is not the committee’s intention, they 
say, to accept the Price case as a test. 
The value of the information to be gleaned 
from the Boiler Inspector’s books is not 
sufficient in view of the mass of con- 
vincing testimony brought out, to waste 
time over. Besides the committee accepts 
Price’s refusal to show his booKs as & con~ 
fession.

HER FATHER IS STILL LIVING.

WAS TAUGHT THAT OTHERS, NOW 
DEAD, WERE HER PARENTS. 


As a Child She Was Taken Away by an 
Uncle and All Trace of Her 
Whereabouts Till After Mar- 
riage Was Lost.

ARCOLA, Ill... Jan. 28.—After a separa- 
tion of 30 vears John Perkins, a prominent 
farmer living 10 miles east of this city, 
has located « sister at Linn, Kan., wno 
Was abducted by an uncle named Freeman 
West at Moline, I!}.. in 1868 Mr, Perkins 
tells the following story: 

In 1868 James Perkins (father of Joha 
Perkins) lived in Mercer County, Ill. He 
had a wife, two sons, John, aged 6 years, 
Andrew aged 4 years, and a daughter, 
Lottie, aged less thac 2 years. At this time 
the mother died and the children were left 
to the care of relatives. An uncle, Freeman 
West, and his wife, who had no children, 
took the little girl and emigrated West, 
leaving no intimation of what they ex- 
pected to be their destination. The father 
and the little brothers could get no trace of 


the whereabouts of the sister until a few 
days ago when John Perkins, her brother, 
wrote to her. 

After leaving Mercer County, West and 
vife took the littie girl into Kansas, where 
they settled. A few years thereafter the 
couple parted and the little girl was left 
to West's care while the woman aban- 
doned her home. A few months after this 
eeparation West was killed in a melee at 
a dance and the secret of the little girl's 


Lottie, being now without a home, was 
picked up by the authorities and taken to 
the poorhouse. A home in a family on a 
farm was soon found for her and here she 
lived for 10 years, until the head of the 
family died and this family also was 
broken up. Again she was thrown out of 
a home and had to find one among stran- 
gers. 

Soon after reaching womanhood she mar- 
ried a prosperous farmer named Wesley 
Mosher of Linn, Kan. The husband took 
an interest in finding his wife’s relatives, 
finally locating a man who knew of the 
West family in Moline. Ill., and Mr. Mosher 
wrote to one who proved to be a brother of 
Freeman West and knew of the abduction 
of Lottie Perking by Freeman West and 
wife 30 vears ago. This Mr. West wrote the 
full particulars to Mr. Mosher and in this 
letter the fact was disclosed that Mosh- 
er’s wife’s maiden name was Lottie Per- 
kins instead of Lottie West, as the child 
had been taught that Freeman West and 
wife were her parents. Mr. West also wrote 
Mr. Mosher that his wife’s father and two 
brothers were living and wrote where they 
lived. The news was a surprise to Mrs. 
Mosher, who did not know that she had 
any relatives living and that her family 
name was Perkins instead of West. 

John Perkins has corresponded with his 
sister and will leave for Kansas next week 
to visit her.

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Influenza Causes Death in London by 
the Hundreds, but “It Is 
Not Epidemic.” 


LONDON, Jan, 28.—During the 14 weeks 
183 people have died in London from in- 
fluenza. 

Last week the deaths almost trebled, in- 
creasing from eight to 20 a day, according 
to the Registrar General. 

Among the best-known sufferers are Lord 
Selborne, Sir F. Dixon Hartland, Sir Fran- 
cis Jeune, Sir Jobn Bridge, Mr. C. T. 
Ritche and Dr. Morley. 

In the face of the evidence that influenza 
is on the increase, the doctors persist in 
maintaining that there is nothing to fear, 
They wil] not admit that anything in the 
shape of an epidemic prevails. Dr. Sedg- 
wick Saunders. a medical officer of health 
for London, said when interviewed: ‘Not 
one-twentieth of the deaths reported oc- 
curred in my district-that is, within the 
metropolitan area.

GIANT JACK-IN-THE-PULPIT. 


Another Rare Plant. in Bloom at Shaw’s 
Garden and on Exhibition 
There. 


Another curiosity, fully equal to the goose 
plant, is now in bloom in Shaw’s Garden, 
and js on exhibition there. It is caMed the 
“Giant Jack-in-the-Pulpit,’’ and has at- 
tained a height of almost five feet. 

It Is seomewhat similar in form to a calla 
lily. and is la fact a member of the same 
floral family. The flowers, which are open 
now, are reddish-brown in color and give 
forth a disagreeable odor, somewhat simi- 
lar to decaying meat. This is due, according 
to Prof. Trelease, to the fact that this plant 
is fertilized by fleeh-eating insects, the de- 
posits of which cause the smell. The scien- 
tific name of the plant is ‘‘Amorphophal- 
lus Rivieri."’ 

The flower will bloom for four or five days, 
the leaves: not appearine until the late 
spring. The “‘goose plant,’’ which attracted 
£0 much attention, is similar to the “‘Jack- 
in-the-Pulpit,”’ in that it Is fertilized in the 
same manner. 

The garden will open on the usual days, 
and the rather rare plant can be seen then, 
It grows in the open, being sufficiently 
hardy, aithough not a native, not to necessi- 
tate hot-house culture.

NO MONEY FOR LABOR, 


SEWER DEPARTMENT CANNOT 
WORK AFTER THE FIRST. 


THE DANGERS TO THE CITY. 


Commissioner Dejected and Apparently 
Without Help to Prevent 
Much Damage. 


Unless the City Council releases its hold 
on the city’s purse-strings the city will be 
without a force of Sewer Department labor- 
ers and cleaners after the lst of February. 

Sewer Commissioner Colby says that if a 
Sewer gets choked and a heavy rain fol- 
lows, thousands of dollars’ .werth of dam- 
age to property will result. 

In the supplementary appropriation bill, 
the passage of which has been delayed by 
objections of Councilman Kratz, there was 
an item of $10,000 for the Sewer Department. 
It was intended for wages of laborers and 
cleaners, and for repairs, but the Comp- 
troller found it necessary to place it to 
the account of furniture. 

Kratz made so much objection, even after 
it was explained to him what the money 
was to be expended for, that action on the 
bill has been postponed indefinitely. 

The funds of the Sewer Department were 
almost exhausted at the beginning of the 
year. Commissioner Colby told the men if 
they continued to work they would have 
to take the chances of getting paid. Most 
of them continued to work through the 
month. There is no money to pay them, 
and it is not expected that any of them 
will continue to work after the first. 

“T can’t hire men .to look after the 
sewers,’’ said Mr. Colby Saturday, ‘‘without 
money to pay them. Money saved by re- 
fusing to make an appropriation for such 
a purpose may be dearly saved, If a large 
sewer gets choked up and a heavy rain 
follows thousands of dollars’ worth of dam- 


age will be done, for which the city wilk 


be liable. I was notified to-day that a 
sewer on Nerth Broadway was choked up 
and had filled to within a few inches of 
the top. I will send men up there to-mor- 
row, if they will go and take their chancés 
of the City Council appropriating money to 
Pay them for the work. 

“The men affected by the inaction of the 
Council are all noor laborers, whose duties 
are so Offensive and unhealthy that I won- 
der men can be got to do it.” 

Mr. Milner also blames the Council for 
the necessity of dumping on the street 
what is taken from the catch basins, Street 
Commissioner Milner has sent Mr. Colby a 
letter complaining that this is being done. 
Mr. Colby says it is done simply because 
the department has no money to buy re- 
ceptacles in which to cart it away. 

He wants it understood, though, that 
what is taken from the catch basins is not 
sewer contents, but simply what washes in 
from the surface of the street.

ENTHUSIASTS ABOUT CACTI 


Owner of the Largest Collection in the 
World En Route to Lower Cali- 
fornia to Find Others. 


The recent visit to St. Louig of F. A, 
Walton of Birmingham, England, serves to 
illustrate the enthusiasm of the collector, 
Mr. Walton is a retired jewelry manufact- 
urer. While here he was the guest of R, L. 


Kleinschmidt, like him an enthusiast on 
the subject of cacti. 

Mr. Walton has probably the finest col- 
lection of these plants in existence, and as 
there are nearly 1000 species it will be read- 
ily seen what a large number he possesses, 
He is in quest of new varieties and will 
visit California and the Lower Peninsula to 
secure specimens of succulents hitherto 
comparatively unknown. 

According to Prof. Trelease of Shaw's 
Garden, the cactus has long been a hobby 
with plant collectors of wealth and leisure. 
It requires both time and money to get a 
colllection. Prince Salmdyck, a German no- 
bleman, was the first to classify the va- 
rieties. De Condolle, a Swiss, and an En- 
glishman, Howorth, followed his lead. In 
Shaw’s Garden there are about 500 va- 
rieties, the largest classified collection out- 
side of Mr. Walton’s. The plant is indig- 
enous to deserts and has a quality in 
‘common with the camel, that of doing for 
a long time without water. The stems, 
; commonly and erroneously called leaves, 
‘are fleshy and tender, and retain water for 

an almost indefinite period. 

Probably the greatest charm of cacti is 
| the fact that they are hard to get and have 
properties peculiar to themselves. 

“Mr. Walton has 457 distinct varieties of 

}one species of cacti, the flax-stemmed, 
night-blooming cereus,”’ said Prof. Trelease. 
“If we were to include all the many differ- 
ences ‘that exist in one species we would 
have to extend the total number to nearly 
2000, and, as is readily seen, a collection 
of such proportions is no small undertak- 
ing.” 
Mr. Kleinschmidt is also an enthusiastic 
cactus ‘‘fiend’’ and conducts this depart- 
ment in a prominent botanical magazine 
published in Germany. He ie also Presl- 
dent of the St. Louis Cactus Club, of which 
Prof, Trelease is an honorary member. The 
club is composed of about 20 enthusiasts. 

Contrary to the general belief, it is not a 
hardy plant. It requires not a little care. 
.Mr. Walton, who is also a member of the 
St. Louis society, will inform his fellow 
members of the success attendant upon his 
search for new forms of the _ shrub in 
Lower California. He left Thursday and 
expects to remain in the desert several 
months.

R. G. HERVEY GETS $10,000. 


Judgment Secured in a Suit Against 
} the Collett Estate. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Jan. 28.—The ad- 
ministrators of the estate of the late Jose- 
phus Collett have been ordered to pay 
Robert G. Hervey $10,000 in settlement of 
his suit for $110,000. 

The proceeding revives the old story of 
the ownersnip of the lands of the Wabash

Greater Than Ever Before. 


“BLUE MONDAY” A BANNER DAY. 


BUT ON EACH OTHER DAY A MIL- 
LION SHARES WERE SOLD. 


Banks of New York Gain Cash Owing 
to Heavy Currency Shipments 
and There Is No Cessation 
of the Boom. 


NPW YORK, Jan. 28.—The week since 
last Friday was remarkable for the im- 
mense volume of trading. The daily aver- 


age, making allowance for the short session 


last Gaturday, was about 1,400,000 shares, 
and on no date fell below a million shares, 
while Monday the trading exceeded in 
quantity and violence of fluctuations any- 
thing hitherto known in the history of the 
Exchange. 

There were but few exceptions to ad- 
vancing prices for the week. Some of the 
more notable gains were: Metropolitan 
Street Railway, 19%; C.. C., C. & St. L., 
11%; General Electric, 10%; Tennessee Coal 


& Iron, 7%; Pacific Mail and St. Louis & 
San Francisco 1st preferred, 6% each; Rub- 
ber, 6%, and Canada Southern, 6. Gains in 
excess of four points were those of Peo- 
ples’ Gas, Pittsburg, C., C. & St. L., Lake 
Erie & Western preferred, Reading ist pre- 
ferred, and St. suis & San Francisco 2d 
preferred. 

There were a dozen or more stocks that 
advanced over 2 points. New York Air 
Brake lost 6%, and was the only conspicu- 
ous exception to the general strength. It 
often happened that when activity and 
large buying appeared among railways 
Which were geographically so situated that 
their absorption or amalgamation with oth- 
er lines might seem reasonable, that it was 
confidentiy reported that negotiations look- 
dng to that end were under way. The Van- 
derbilts were frequently said to be_ the 
backers of such projects, with resultant 
violent fluctuation in the stocks concerned 
varying as the reports were believed or dis- 
credited. 

The assurance which the bank statement 
of Saturday gave of easy money was a 
source of widespread confidence to the spec- 
ulative and investing public. Although the 
speculation at times became so rampant, re- 
alizations exerted a healthful check to over- 
Sanguine bull operators. London, for the 
most part, was a seller, as of late, but at 
times was whipped into line as a purchaser, 
owing to conditions prevailin ere. The 
fortnightly settlement in London showed a 
large decrease in the floating supply of 

Americans.’’ The market was daily tested 
by the traders for a reaction, their efforts 
being usually concentrated in the final deal- 
ings. An exception to this rule was Mon- 
day, the record day, when after an extraor- 
dinary opening advance, the immense re- 
alizations encouraged the bears to put out 
short contracts. Powerful interests took 
stocks, and there was large absorption on 
scale buying by commission houses. 

The estimated gain in cash by the asso- 
clated banks this week is placed at only 
$1,500,000, owing to the losees through the

TWO HOSPITALS SUGGESTED. 


JUSTICES OF THE PEACE TO COM- 
MIT THE INEBRIATES. 


Representative Ross Says Vandalia 
Liquor Dealers Inspired the Bill 
and Are Anxious for It to 
Become a Law. 


sshereveinds Ill., Jan. 28.—Representa- 
tive Ross of Vandalia has introduced a bill 
providing for two State hospitals for the 
treatment of inebriates, to be maintaned by 
a specia] tax on saloon keepers. 


Mr. Ross says the saloon Keepers of hs 
town asked him to present the measure. 

The bill provides for the establishment of 
two hospitals, one in the northern and the 
other in the southern part of the State, to 
be known as “‘The Illinois Hospitals for the 
Treatment of Inebriates,"’ They are to be 
under the control of the “commissioners of 
the inebriate hospitals,’’ seven in number, 
who are to be appointed by the Governor. 

Justices of the peace and police magis- 
trates are empowered to adjudge persons 
to be habitual drunkards and order their 
commitment to one of the hospitals. An 
appropriation of $150,000 is made for the 
erection of the hospitals, but they are to 
be maintained by a tax upon the saloon 
keepers of the State. 

When patients are cured of the habit of 
drinking intoxicants they shall not be dis- 
charged absolutely, but shall be permitted 
to be returned on parole, with the under- 
standing that if they shall again begin the 
use of intoxicating liquors as a beverage 
they shall again be liable to conviction of 
habitual drunkenness and to be sent back 
to the hospital from which they came. 

Justices of the peace and police magie- 
trates are required to furnish to saloon 
keepers lists of all of the inebriates who 
have been adjudged such in their respective 
courts. Any saloon Keeper who shall sell 
intoxicants to any such inebriates shall be 
fined not less than $25 nor more than $200.

BUTTERINE NOT DESIRED. 


Bill Presented to Exclude It From Pub- 
lic Institutions. 
SPRINGFIELD, IUl., Jan. 28.—Among the 
bills introduced in the House were the 
following: By Tippit, to provide for uni- 


form text-books in the schools of the State. 
By Purdunn, making it unlawful for any 
board of trustees or other officers of State 
charitable institutions to purchase to be 
used as food for the inmates of any such 
institution any oleomargarine, butterine or 
cottolene, a violation of this act being made 
a “high misdemeanor,” punishable by a fine 
of not less than $100 nor more than $1000. 
By Burgett, providing that vacancies in the 
office of County Superintendent of Schools 
may be filled by the County Board, and, in 
case of a tie, the County Judge shall cast 
the deciding vote. By Goodnow, requiring 
all corporations doing business in this 
State, other than railroad, banking, build- 
ing and loan and insurance companies, to 
make annual reports to the Secretary of 
State.

MR. MANSFIELD’S DISCOVERIES. 


IRREGULARITIES UNEARTHED 
BY THE CIRCUIT JUDGES. 


Not Enough Evidence to Convict Any 
One Person, but There Is Strong 
Suspicion of Certain 
Wrong-Doing. 


Jury Commissioner Fielding Mansfiel4 
has been doing some investigating on his 
own account, with the result that the 
Circuit Judges have found evidence of Ir- 
regularities, if not actual corruption, in 
connection with the summoning and pay- 
ment of jurors. 

Judge Horatio D. Wood does not hesitate 
to say there is no doubt that there has 
been a good deal of stealing, and Judge 
Daniel D. Fisher says there is evidence of 
irregularities. 

Judge Wood said he was perfectly will- 
ing to go before the Major Committee and 
tell all he knows about the matter. 


The Judges and the Jury Commissioner, 
it seems, have not been able to find actual 
proof of corruption, but they found evi- 
dence that gives strong grounds for a sus- 
picion to that effect. 

Deputy sheriffs are held responsible for 
the alleged irregularities, and one of them 
who was for nine years the deputy in 
Judge Withrow’s Court, was rejected by 
the judges when he was reappointed by 
John H. Pohiman, 

The suspicion rests upon the discovery 
that in certain courts a great many more 
jurors were reported summoned than in 
other courts, and that in at least two in- 
stances men were reported as having served 
and in one of these cases the supposed 
juror was dead. 

Judge Withrow says the trouble is the 
result of the laxity of the system employed 
in the summoning and payment of jurors 
and in the lack of sufficient laws governing 
the same. 

Jury Commissioner Mansfield made the 
first discovery. It came about in this wise: 
Mr. Mansfield had been accustomed to get 
reports of jurors summoned who have 
served, so that he may know what names to 
put into the wheel for another drawing. 
Those who have served do not go in the 
wheel for a year. But those who have 
been summoned and excused indefinitely, 
are drawn for further service. 

There is no law compelling any one to 
furnish Mr. Manefield with these facts, but 
he has to have them and had been getting 
them from the deputy sheriffs and the Cir- 
cuit Clerk, who paid them. There came a 
time when Mr. Mansfield had difficulty get- 
ting these reports and considerable time in- 
tervened. When he did get them he found 
the jury lists from certain courts were much 
larger than from others. This aroused his 
suspicion, as he has dealt with juries long 
enough to know that as a rule they are 
about evenly divided among the courts. He 
began an investigation, which resujged in 
his getting affidavits from two p@tsons, 
supposed to have served and been paid as 
jurors, that they had not served. He also 


| 
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learned that one man who was supposed 
to have served and been paid as a juror 
was dead at the time when he was re- 
ores as having rendered services to the 

Mr. Mansfield communicated these facts 
and his suspicions to the Judges, and they 
investigated. Their investigation elicited 
Ittle actual evidence in proof of the charges, 
but it convinced at least three of the 
Judges—Wood, Fisher and@ Withrow—that 
irregularities existed. 

‘There is no actual proof,” said Judge 
Pisher, “‘but there is ground for suspicion 
of irregularity. Mr. Mansfield, I under- 
stand, has affidavits showing that in two 
cases men supposed to have served as jurors 
did not serve, and that another supposed 
juror was a dead man. We could not faster. 
the guilt on anybody,” 

The trouble,” said Judge Withrow, “re- 
sults from the looseness of the system in 
vogue. We have been able to discover no 
direct evidence against any individual.”

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FARRIS’ SCHOOL BOOK BILL 


Senator Farris has introduced a bill providing for a commis- 
gion to examine and report to the next General Assembly a 
plan for the State to publish and furnish free the school books 
used in the publie schools. 

Charges have been made by school teachers that some of the 
text books are inferior in quality. That quality rather than 
price will have to be the reason for a change from private to 
State publication, if such should be decided on, is evident 
from the following figures. 

The State of California publishes its own school books. The 
set includes 14 books, and the cost of production to the State 
is $6.12. The set costs each yupil at retail $7.20. 

The set of books used in the St. Louis schools is composed 
of 19 books, aud costs each pupil $6.90. The price of each set 
of the old books, previous to the extension of the free book 
System, was $5.64.

FOR LIBERTY 


Cute Work Done to Avoid Go- 
ing to Mississippi. 


HE IS CHARGED WITH MURDER. 


ONCE JUMPED FROM A TRAIN 
IN FEAR OF LYNCHING.

He Is a Man of Education and Refine- 
ment, but One of the Most No- 
torious Bank Robbers in 
the Country. 


— 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Io., Jan. 2.—On next 
Wednesday. before Judge Thompson of the 
District Court, J. J. Wilson, wanted at 
Jackson, Miss., for murder, and who has 
been implicated in a score or more of big 
robberies during the past fifteen years, 
will make a hard fight against extradition 
and for his liberty. The outcome will be 
awaited with a great deal of interest, owing 
to the fact that Wilson is one of the most 
noted criminals in the country. 

At midnight on last Tuesday Wilson com- 
pleted a five years’ sentence in the Anamosa 
penitentiary for implication in a postoffice 
robbery. Learning in some mysterious 
manner that officers were on the outside 


waiting to take him back to Mississippi, 
he employed attorneys, and last Monday 
night an application was made _ before 
Judge Giberson of the Superior Court of 
this city for a writ of habeas corpus, the 
allegation heing made by his attorney that 
Wilson was being illegally retained in the 
Anamosa penitentiary. Judge Giberson 
cited Warden Hunter to appear before him 
Tuesday afternoon at 5 o'clock. 

After bringing him to this city it waé 
found that Wilson's term had not yet ex- 
pired, and a continuance was taken until 
the following morning, when Wilson was 

ven this discharge papers, and Judge 

iberson dismissed the procéedings. Wil- 
son wae immediately arresied, but the of- 
ficers who took him in custody /were cited 
to appear before Judge Thompson with the 

risoner, before whom Wilson's attorney 

ad commenced a second habeas corpus 
proceedings, claiming that Wilson was not 
the man wanted. motion of the State, 
which asked time ‘to get witnesgées from 
Mississippi, the hearing was continued for 
one week. In the meantime Wilson is be- 
ing closely guarded in the city jail in this 
city to prevent his escape. 

Wilson belongs to a highly respectable 
and influential family living in the Kast. He 
graSuated from Amherst College and soon 
afterward accepted a position in the Home- 
stead Iron Works at Pittsburg under H. C. 
Frick. While the position was a lucrative 
one, he lived beyond his means, and in a 
moment of desperation appropriated a large 
sum belonging to the company and de- 
camped. on afterward he fell in with 
‘‘Buck’”’ Wells and other criminals at Cin- 
cinnati, and the Manhattan Bank robbery 
was planned and successfully cdrried out. 
the daring of which startled all of New 
York. 

In 1982 he and two pals were tin the act 
of blowing the vault of the leading bank 
in Jackson, Miss., when they were sur- 
prised by a deputy sheriff, who opened fire 
on them. The fire was returned. The deputy 
sheriff wae killed, one robber was wounded, 
and Wilson and the other escaped. The 
wounded robber was afterward convicted, 
but in order to save his neck made a con- 
fession, stating that Wilson fired the fatal 
shot. He was given life imprisonment. 

A short time after this Wilson was cap- 
tured while committing a robbery in New 
Orleans and sentenced to 18 months in 
prison. Before his time expired the Mis- 
sissippi authorities discovered htm and of- 
ficers were on hand when he was released 
and arrested him. Wilson was shackled and 
the officers started to Jackson with him. 
While on the way the officers told Wilson 
he would probably be lynched. At this he 
made a leap through the car window, and 
while the train was running at a high rate 
of speed an € was shac 
Pn ackled, he escaped 

For a long time he remained sec 
the cypress swamps, subsisting oa. bere 
ries, roots and bark. At last he made his 
way out of the State and finally reached 
St. Joseph, Mo., and some of his old com- 
rades. They planned and executed tha rob.

| CREEKS MAY GAIN THEIR POINT. 


None of the Land of Their Nation Is to 
Be Sold. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—The agreement 
concluded at Muskogee, I. T., Jan. 14, be- 
tween the Dawes Commission and a com- 
mission from the Cherokee Nation, provid- 


ing for allotments of land and other ques- 
tions and general introduction of the In- 
dians into United States citizenship, has 
been sent to the Senate. 

Agreement with three of the tribes al- 
ready have been put into effect, the Semi- 
noles, Choctaws and ickasaws. The 
Cherokee agreement makes the fourth sub- 
mitted for ratification, and the only one of 
the five nations now remaining to treat 
with the commission is the Creek, with 
which negotiations have been resumed. The 
Creeks Commisston once concluded an 
agreement, but the people rejected it some 
weeks ago by a majority of 152 votes. Their 
chief objection, it is said, was to the pro- 
vision for selling publicly—the proceeds to 
go to the citizens—of all surplus 
the 160 acres allotted each Indian. 
dians want all the lands allotted and none 
sold, and this point is likely to be conceded, 
in which case the negotiations. with all the 
famous five Indian nations probably will be 
speedily and gratifyingly completed. One 
clause in the Cherokee agreement, which 
has escaped general notice, disposes of race 
issues in the school question. It provides 
that money for school purposes within the 
Cherokee limits is to go for the education 
of the children belonging to all classes of 
citizens rs in the Cherokee Nation, 
but separate schools are required for col- 
ored children, to be “maintained with equal 
advantages as those provided for children 
of other classes.” This pute the Indians 
and whites together in the Cherokee 
schools, but requires the colored children, 
of whom there are @ large number, to be 
placed in separate educational institutions.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 28.—The biil 
to reorganize the State Board of Education 
has brought about a lively fight in the 
Senate. 

The entire fight is one between the peo- 
Ple who stand for the State Colleges and 
those who champion the cause of the non- 
State institutions, who want to be repre- 
sented on the Election Board. The bill has 
been amended by the substitution of a bill, 
which proposes that the board shall remain 
as at present, with the exception that three 
more members shall be appointed by the 
Governor.

POLLS WILL BE OPEN ONE HOUR 
AND NOT ALL DAY, 


ELECTION TUESDAY, FEB. 7, 


——— 


Precinct Committeemen to Be Selected 
From Every Precinct Through- 
out the City. 


The interest of Democrats of St. Loule la 
absorbed by the primary for the election of 
42% precinct committeemen, to be held Tues. 
day, Feb. 7. 

Some confusion has crept into the minda 
of Democrats over the details of the prt- 
mary. 

John A. Lee, Chairman of the Committee 
of Twenty-eight, charged with the work of 
arranging for the primary, in discussing 
tHe matter, said: 

An impression seems to have been circu- 
lated that the polls are to be open on that 
day from 8 a. m. until 9p. m. Such is not 


the case. The polls will be open only one 
hour, from 8 o'clock until 9 o'clock in the 
evening. 

“That point was carefully discussed by 
the Committee of Twenty-eight, and the 
time was decided to be sufficient and the 
hour the most convenient. It should be 
understood that there will be a polling 
place in each precinct and as the maximum 
number of voters to a precinct is 400, half 
of whom may be Democrats, and many of 
whom will not go to the polls or are not 
registered voters, there will, in all proba- 
bility, not be an average of more than 75 
votes to the precinct cast, and one hour fs 
time enough to hold the polis open. 

“It should be considered that the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-eight, having in charge 
the arrangement of the details of the elec- 
tion for choosing 426 precinct committee- 
man, have been selected by the precinct or- 
ganization of their wards for that purpose 
and not by the Executive Committee. I 
believe that every man on ‘the commiitee .s 
anxious that a fair election and full vote 
be had, and that the Democratic voters 
of the city be fully satisfied as to the men 
elected. 

“Tt is good Democratic doctrine that the 
will of the majority must be obeyed and 
here is the chance for that will to ex- 
press itself. The best arrangements pos- 
sible will be made for the primary. Polls 
being open in every precinct ought to give 
everybody a chance and bring out a heavy 
vote. It is customary even at primaries 
for regular elections to have only three 
polling places in a ward. At this primary 
there will be one in each precinct or frem 
12 to 25 in the various wards, depending 
upon the number of precincts. 

‘‘Let every Democrat go to the polls Feb. 
7,-1899, between 8 o'clock p. m. and 9 o’clock 
Pp. m. and cast his vote for a Precinct Com- 
mitteeman. 

“These Precinct Committeemen in turn 
will elect members of the Executive Com- 
mittee and all Democrats should abide by 
the choice and loyally stand by the party 
representatives elected by the people’s 
vote. The organization must have the con- 
fidence of the party and people in order to 
have any hope of success. 

“T hope that the Democratic convention, 
to be held in March or April, will decide 
that there shall be only one Executive 
Committeeman from each ward and that, 
he ‘hall be chairman of the Ward Com- 
mittee composed of the Precinct Commit- 
teemen and that the nine members of the 
Executive Committee at large be done 
away with—(1 am one of them).The organi- 
zation of 65 is entirely too cumbersome and 
prone to disagreement and dissension. 
Some contend that the spring convention 
of delegates elected to nominate six coun- 
cilmen will have no power to change the 
plan of party organization, and _ further 
contend that the 426 precinct comm /'‘tteemen 
elected by the people for that specific pur- 
pose are vested with the sole authority in 
that respect. It would under the rules so 
appear, though custom in the past has per- 
mitted conventions of delegates elected to 
nominate only officers to act in such ca- 
pacity. The power !s specially delegated to 
such convention by the constitution and 
rules of the Democratic City Central Com- 
mittee to elect nine members of the Execu- 
ive Committee at large, but it is a matter 


Tof doubt whether the authority extends any 


further. The 426 precinct nommitteemen 
to be elected Feb. 7. 1899, therefore appear 
to some to have the sole authority to de- 
crease the Executive Committee from 56 to 
28 and that point should be carefully con- 
sidered.

The in- 
scription at the base of the tree is, ‘‘In the midst 
of the street and on either side of the river, was 
there the Tree of Life, which bore 12 manner of 
fruits, and yielded her fruit every month. and the 
leaves of the tree were for the healing of the na- 
tions.’’
